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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant reiterates the argument, WITHOUT 
EVIDENCE, that the prior art does not inherently meet the claimed limitations regarding surface tension differences. The examiner has 
identified evidence of record in the rejections, specifically the presence of hydrophobic linkers relative to the more hydrophilic DNA and 
the region surrounding the DNA, which supports the inherency argument. This reasoning supports the inherency of the references. As 
MPEP 2112 notes "ONCE A REFERENCE TEACHING PRODUCT APPEARING TO BE SUBSTANTIALLY IDENTICAL IS MADE THE 
BASIS OF A REJECTION,AND THE EXAMINER PRESENTS EVIDENCE OR REASONING TENDING TO SHOW INHERENCY, THE
